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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . The petition to withdraw holding of abandonment, filed 4/1 8/2008, has been granted. 

2. This action is thus responsive to amendment filed on 3/17/09, where Applicant amended 
claims 1,10,17,37,45,51, and cancelled claims 28-36,61-69. Claims 1-27,37-60 remain pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments and amendments, filed 3/17/09, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 1-27,37-60 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore the rejection of 
these claims has been withdrawn.

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6. Claims 1-27,37-60 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Forin (US 
Patent 6594701). 

7. Forin anticipates the claims because Forin discloses a client requesting data packets (i.e. 
objects) to be transferred froma host. The host specifies credits (i.e. identifiers) and transfers 
frames that include the credits and the data. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
